Our Schools. 


| ARKED improvement is everywhere visible. The 
1 administration, the instruction, and the general 


$pirit o&the schools have never been better than at the 
present time. It is noteworthy and gratifying that, almost 
without exception, there is a healthy religious tone in the 
various schools, In $0me cages it is reported that every 
member of the school is a professing Christian. It is es- 
pecially gratifying in this connection to say that the general 
type of religion, as manifested by the $tudents, indicates a 
growing appreciation of the union of religion and culture. 
The religious life of the students, while retaining its fervor, 
is throwing off all grotesqueness, and is conforming more 
and more to,a normal sﬆtandard, The general conduct of 
the students is highly commendable. The attendance is 
not yet $0 large as could be desired, which is owing chiefly 
to the poverty of the people. The low price of cotton, the 
distressingly low wages, and other unfavorable economic 
conditions render it very difficult for the colored people to 
meet the very moderate expenses incident to school life. If 
the schools are to be kept filled with pupils, there ought to 
be an extensive scheme of beneficiary help, such as obtains 
in almost all white schools in the North. , 
The growth of these institutions necessarily carries with 
it a demand for better equipment; new buildings are 
needed/libraries are required, apparatus is necessary, and 
an addition to the teaching force is indispensable. All of 
these are expensive and cannot be provided with the 
present fund at the disposition of the Board. Increazed 
offerings are urgently needed if this all.important educa- 
tional svstem is to be carried to a still higher degree of 
efficiency. . 
It is donbtful, at least, whether large sums of money cguld 
be placed anywhere at the present time where they will 
render a larger service than if placed in the form of en- 
dowments for negro schools in the South. The healthful 
influence of these institutions upon. the character of the 
pupils, upon the families and communities to which they 
return, upon the schools in which they teach, and upon the 
churches to which they minister, and upon the general tone 
of the industrial, intellectual, moral, social, and religious 
life of eight million people, is momentous and abiding. 
These institutions have not yet received from philanthro- 
pists and Christian capitalists the consideration and liberal 
aid which their merits entitle them to expect. 
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OUR Board degires *» express its profound 
| conviction that there ought to be a very large 
addition to the annual receipts of the Society. 
The hiſtory of the pat sixty-Six years is

| want to tell you about our Mission Band in South Paris. 
We reorganized about a year ago, with Miss Jessie Tolman 
as leader. The average attendance during the year was 
about twenty-five, though our band numbered about forty, 


Dufing the year we gave to Alaska Orphanage sixteen . 


dollars, and to the foreign work the same amount. This 
money we obtained by the use of mite-boxes and the penny 
collections at the meetings. 

The average age of the members is about eleven years. 
We meet once in two weeks. . Each meeting is opened by 
praise $ervice, reading of Scripture, and sentence prayers 
by the children. The remainder of the trour was devoted 
to missionary intelligence. At the beginning of the year 
our leader procured cards, and each child who pays five 
cents receives a card and thus becomes a member. 1f he 
or she is absent from four regular meetings of the band, the 
card must be returned to the leader, and membership 
ceases, To become reinstated, another five cents is paid 
and another card is received. Nearly twenty-five cards 
have already been given. 

The children are yery enthusiastic and prompt. The 
meetings are quiet and interesting, and we hope our number 
will increase, and we may do even a better work than last 
year.
